In September 1996 when Vir- 
ginia Military Institute decided to 
accept women, the college broke its 
157-year-old tradition of male-only 
admissions. VMI's board of visitors 
voted to accept women in order to 
stay state supported. 

Senior Matt Speirs, who has been 
in the Army since April 1996, plans 
to attend VMI in the fall of 1997. 
The school's admission decision has 
not affected Speirs's plans. He does 
not believe the strength of the pro- 
gram will be affected by the admis- 
sion of women. "I think VMIis going 
to stand as a strong college," he 
said. 

Many people supported VMI's 
move to become coeducational. 
"We shouldn't be living in a society 
moving toward the twenty-first cen- 
tury in which men and women are 
separated," said senior Christine 
DeSantis. 

Senior David Knapp opposed the 
change. Knapp, whoisin the Army, 
believes that with this change tradi- 
tion will be lost. 

Many single-sex colleges are 
steeped in tradition. There are 84 
women's colleges and 3 men's col- 
leges in the United States today. 

For some young people, a single- 
sex education is the right choice to 
develop their studies and self-im- 
ages. A 1994 Department of Edu- 
cation report stated, "Single-sex 
schools produce note-worthy 
achievement and career outcomes, 
particularly for women and minor- 
ity students." 

Dr. Cynthia Haldenby Tyson, 
President of the all-female Mary 
Baldwin College, praised the value 
of single-sex schools. In a Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch editorial, she 
said at women's schools, "... every 
question is asked of or bya woman.
